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MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 
November 26, 1979 

The regular bimonthly meeting of the Board of Trustees of the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery on November 26, 
1979. The following members of the Board were present: 

Mesdames Abramson, Alper, Amram, Bechhoefer, Boorstin, Collins, 
Dudley, Marks, Nef, Salant , Smith, Vanderpool, B. Warner, and 
Yerkes; and Messrs. Bond, Carter, Firestone, FitzGerald, Folger, 
Freeman, Jacobsen, Jewett, Kinney, Kreeger (Chairman), Middenaorf, 
Scherer, Silverstein and Wilkinson. Also present were Dr. Marzio, 
Director and Chief Executive Officer; Dr. Nygren, Curator of 
Collections; Mrs. Muccio, Director of Development and Membership; 
Ms. Goffe, Director of Finance and Planning; Admiral Snead, 
Director of Buildings and Grounds; Ms. Tilley, Special Events 
Coordinator; and Mr. Cochran, Chief of Security. 

The meeting was called to order by the Chairman at 12:35 p.m., 
after which the Board approved the Minutes of the Board meeting 
of September 24, 1979. 

Development and Membership 


Mr. Kreeger stated that there was some encouraging progress to 
report on the grants and awards front, and asked Mr. FitzGerald, 
as Chairman of the Development and Membership Committee, to bring 
the Board up to date on recent developments in this area. 

Alluding to the so-called "Three Institutions Project", Mr. FitzGerald 
reported that both Houses of Congress had approved a bill appropriating 
a total of $600,000 to be divided between two of the three 
institutions in question, the Corcoran Gallery and the Folger Library. 

He said that Arena Stage, the third institution involved in the project, 
had been dropped from the bill since its building was not an 
historical monument, but that it was negotiating to qualify itself 
under the terms of the bill in order to share in the award. The 
funds, he added, would be for basic maintenance and would not 
require matching. Although the grant provided by the bill -- 
which had not yet been signed by the President -- was a one-time 
appropriation, Mr. FitzGerald expressed the hope that it would 
establish precedent for similar awards in the future. He said that 
division of the appropriated funds as between the two institutions 
(or among the three, should Arena Stage qualify) was still being 
studied. (N.B. The President subsequently signed the bill on 
November 27, 1979.) 

Mr. FitzGerald then reported a Unitrust grant to the Corcoran in 
the amount of $500,000 from a donor who wished to remain anonymous, 
such funds to pass to the Corcoran upon the donor's death. 

A third grant reported by Mr. FitzGerald was from the National 
Historic Publications and Records Commission, in the amount of 
$32,000, to defray the expenses for one year of an archivist and 
assistant to organize and preserve the Corcoran's records as an 
historic archival resource. Mr. FitzGerald gave credit for this 
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grant to Ms. Simmons and Ms. Pennigar of the Gallery staff 
and Ms. Myer, a volunteer summer intern. 

Referring to the previously announced Challenge Grant award of 
$250,000 from the National Endowment for the Arts, Mr. 

FitzGerald said that the requisite 3:1 matching was well under way, 
and that the award of this grant would further Challenge Grant 
applications from the Corcoran. 

Reviewing the status of 1979/80 fundraising, Mr. FitzGerald 
reported that gifts and grants to date totaled $135,112, 
compared with $176,000 at this point a year ago. He said 
that membership income was running ahead of last year and 
that membership retention rate was continuing at about 65%. 

In this connection, he noted that an ad hoc committee on 
development and membership had been set up to develop 
suggestions for improving results in these two vital areas. 

On the subject of Trustee giving, he urged that members of the 
Board try to make their donations, or at least their pledges, 
in time to facilitate the forward planning so essential to the 
efficient operatation of the Gallery. 

After commenting on the background of the Three Institutions 
Project and the NEA Challenge Grant, Mr. Kreeger seconded Mr. 
FitzGerald's remarks on Trustee giving and commended the quality 
and generosity of the Board. He expressed the hope that the 
Board could attain a unanimity of individual giving at the 
$2,500 - $5,000 level, a figure which he emphasized could 
include funds elicited from other sources (e.g. Corporate and 
Foundation) as well as personal giving. In this context, he 
suggested the Unitrust formula as a possible vehicle for 
Trustee giving. Mr. Kreeger noted that recent grants to the 
Corcoran had totaled nearly a million dollars, but that the 
Corcoran's combined budgets now exceeded three million dollars. 

Dr. Marzio reiterated that the Three Institutions Proposal, 
which had entailed a great deal of time and energy on the 
part of a great many people, was only a one-year grant, and that 
its continuance as an annual appropriation would require a 
specific Congressional authorization, which he said was already 
being sought. In the meantime, he cautioned against unnecessary 
public discussion of the project, lest it endanger the interest 
and envy of other comparable institutions. Mr. Kreeger agreed 
that it would require a concerted effort to achieve the 
continuance of this very welcome support from the Congress. 

Mr. Kreeger and Dr. Marzio then reviewed plans for two forth¬ 
coming dinners in honor of Corcoran benefactors. The first, to 
be held on December 17, would honor Mrs. Gwendolyn Cafritz and 
the Cafritz Foundation and would focus upon the financial needs 
of the Art School. The second, to be held probably in late 
February or March, would honor the Gallerv's Donors, in preparation 
for which occasion the existing commemorative plaques 

dedicated to such benefactors would be updated and remounted in 
a more suitable setting. 
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•Director’s Report 


Dr. Marzio, referring to the Statement of Income and Expenses 
for Gallery and School for the period ending October 31 (attached), 
observed that this was a low period for cash flow, although not 
critically so in the present instance. He reported that the 1978/79 
Audit had been completed and would probably be in the hands of the 
Audit Committee later this week. Ms. Goffe said that internal fiscal 
reporting for the new year was up to date. 

Dr. Marzio then introduced the Corcoran's new Chief of Security, Mr. 
Donald Cochran. 

Dean's Report 


In the absence of Dean Thomas, Dr. Marzio and Mr. Kreeger reported 
on plans for the Masquerade Party benefit for the School on 
November 30. Dr. Marzio stated that ticket sales to date, including 
154 Patrons at $100 each, totaled over $33,000, which he said should 
produce a net profit of $15,000 to $20,000. Mr. Kreeger 

remarked that the Party promised to be a great success, thanks in 
large part to the tireless efforts of Co-Chairman Susan Firestone 
and her Committee. He noted that the pre-Party dinners, to be given 
by Embassies and other special hosts, would relieve the Corcoran of 
the large cost of providing dinner for the guests. 

Dr. Marzio reported that a date had not yet been set for the 
projected SurPrize Party, pending completion of arrangements for 
the major prizes. 

Associate Director's Report 

In the absence of Ms. Livingston, Dr. Nygren called the attention of 
the Board to two statements: one on the principles formulated to 
govern art acquisitions funded from the proceeds of the sale of 
European paintings from the Corcoran collection in the Spring of 1979; 
and one on Copyright Policy (both attached). With respect to the 
former statement, he said that two works — a Boutelle and a Max 
Weber — had already been purchased (at a total cost of $82,500) 
from the funds in question. Concerning the other statement, 
he explained that it dealt primarily with rights to the reproduction 
of works of art, and with the Gallery's obligation, vis-a-vis both 
the artist and the public, to make art works which it acquires 
available to the public through reproduction and publication. He 
added that policy as stated had been carefully considered by the Works 
of Art Committee. Dr. Nygren invited comments or questions on either 
statement. 

After a brief discussion, the Board took the following actions: 

1) approved the Copyright Policy as presented; 2) approved purchase 
of the Boutelle and Weber works; and 3) approved also purchase of an 
Alfred Maurer cubist painting for $10,000. 

Turning to the exhibition program. Dr. Nygren mentioned the December 7 
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opening of the Mitchell Jamieson exhibition, the December 18 
opening of a Polaroid photography exhibit by Gregory Coniff, 
and the January 18 opening of the exhibition "Images of the 
70's: 9 Washington Artists", which is being organized by 

Associate Curator Clair List. He reported also that the 
Daumier exhibit had been extended (with certain deletions) 
until January 13, and that the Friends Acquisition Evening on 
December 5 would feature paintings by Neil Jenney, Lee Krasner 
and Roy Lichtenstein. 

Committ e e Reports 

Mrs. Vanderpool, Chairman of the Works of Art Committee , 
reported that a memorial fund in the name of the late 
Ida Fox Berkowitz had been established for the purpose of 
purchasing a painting by her husband, Leon Berkowitz. She 
added that the painting, which is currently on view in 
Gallery 30, was being offered to the Gallery at the very 
generous price of $7,000, and expressed confidence that this 
amount could be raised through the Ida Fox Berkowitz Fund. 

Mrs. Vanderpool reported also that the proposed new Loan 
Policy for the Corcoran would be considered by the Committee 
at its next meeting. 

At this point, Dr. Marzio interjected an expression of his 
concern over the difficulties in obtaining outside funding 
for the exhibitions of local Washington art. He said that 
support of the Washington art scene was an integral part of 
the Corcoran's responsibility, but that the Development and 
Membership Committee look into the problem and that it entertain 
the feasibility of preparing and circulating a list of potential 
local donors to the Trustees for possible assistance. 

Reporting for the Building and Grounds Committee , Admiral Snead 
said that planning for the renovation of the Auditorium was 
under way and that the Corcoran's architect was expected to 
present his plans to the Committee on December 5. He expressed 
the hope that contracts could be let by March and the work begin 
before Summer. Mr. Kreeger said that application was being made 
to the NEA for an unmatching grant to cover part of the cost of 
air conditioning and renovation. 

On behalf of the Art School Committee , Mrs. Warner called the 
Board's attention to the new 1979/80 School catalogue. She 
said that Portfolio Day, held on November 11, had been most 
successful. In conclusion, she stated that the space needs of 
the School were currently under review by the Committee. 

Speaking for the Special Events Committee , Mrs. Bechhoefer 
reported that the new season of the Washington Art Group was 
already under way, and that the chamber music series had also 
resumed, the National Symphony String Qqartet having played 
to an audience of 150 earlier in November. She said that the 
next Committee meeting was scheduled for December 11. 
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Mr. Wilkinson reported that the Pu blic Relations Committee was 
working on a new Corcoran logo and on new TV promotions, and 
that a TV public service spot on the Corcoran's Daumier show 
had won an award. 

As Chairman of the Education /Sh op C om mittee , Mrs. Salant reported 
that the Committee would meet on December 6 with the Associate 
Director of the Gallery and the Curator of Education to discuss 
inter alia a possible Gallery exhibition for the blind. She 
called the attention of the Board to a brochure entitled "Discover 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art", which she said was being distributed 
throughout the D.C. school system. On the subject of the 
Corcoran Shop, Mrs. Warner said that the Shop was busy with its 
pre-Christmas season and that Shop income was running slightly 
ahead of last year. 

Reporting for the Women's Committee, Mrs. Dudley stated that the 
Committee had contributed another $8,200 dollars to the Gallery, 
for which it had received an "eloquent" letrer of thanks from 
Dr. Marzio. She added that the Committee was currently active 
in preparations for the upcoming Masquerade Party. 

The Doc ent Chairman, Mrs. John Collins, reported that a reduction 
in visitor tours reflected in the latest Attendance Report 
(attached) had resulted from a decline in the number of Docents. 
She said, hov. 7 ever, that starting in January, there would be more 
Docents and, therefore, more tours. 

In the absence of the President of the Friends of the C or cor an, 

Dr. Marzio reported briefly on efforts to find new members for 
the Friends. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
2:00 pm.

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COPYRIGHT POLICY 


The Corcoran Gallery of Art has responsibility to make 
works, which it acquires, available to the public through exhi¬ 
bitions here and elsewhere, and through illustrations in publi¬ 
cations and catalogues. Because of changes in the copyright 
law, the Gallery cannot fulfill these obligations in regard to 
works produced after January 1, 1978, without your help. There¬ 
fore, the Gallery requests that you do one of two things: 

1. If copyright has been claimed, 
transfer copyright to the Corcoran. 

2. If copyright has not been claimed, 
waive right to copyright anc dedicate 
your work to the public in a Deed of 
Conveyance and Dedication. 

Without the copyright or a waiver of copyright, the Corcoran 
cannot adequately serve both artist and public. If you have 
any questions, please contact the Registrar of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art who has the appropriate forms.

ACQUISITION PROGRAM. 


Although the Corcoran has one of the best and most comprehensive 
collections of American art, there are weaknesses. Generally speaking, 
the collection has breadth but not depth except in a few cases such as 
19th century landscape painting. We propose that the funds realized 
from the sale of European paintings in the Spring of 1979 be used to 
strengthen the collection in four ways: first, by purchasing works in 
certain areas not adequately covered by the collection; second, by 
purchasing works by major artists not represented or poorly represented; 
third, by purchasing works that complement the collection; fourth, by 
purchasing masterpieces of American art. 

1. Among the areas not adequately covered by the collection are: early 
colonial portraiture (e.g. New England Limners of 17th and 18th century, 
Patroon Painters); folk art in general; still-life painting of the 19th 
centuiy, particularly tromp l'oeil; modernist art of the early 20th 
century. The historical drawing collection also could be improved sig¬ 
nificantly. 

2. Although many of the major figures in American art are represented in 
the collection, some are not and others are inadequately represented. 

Among artists of the 19th and 20th century not represented are: 

Blythe, Ralph Earl, Haberle, Heade, Moran, Raphaelle Peale, Peto, Joseph 
Stella, Max Weber. Anong those not adequately represented: Bingham, 

Anshutz, Stuart Davis, Dove, Durand, Luks, Charles Willson Peale, Whistler. 

It should be remembered that the Corcoran has only one major work by 
certain key artists such as Bellows, Dakins, Harnett, Lawson, Mount and 
others. 

3. The collection is very rich in 19th century landscapes and portraiture, 
and has important holdings in certain aspects of 19th century genre and 
still-life painting as well as in impressionism and early 20th century 
urban realism (Ash Can School). When the opportunity presents itself, we 
should acquire major works by lesser known figures in these areas. In this 
way, we can provide a new dimension to the collection at reasonable prices. 

4. To acquire masterpieces by major historical figures will be difficult 
to do given the amount of money available. Copley's range between $170,000 
and $500,000; Coles bring $300,000; the last Bingham sold at auction 
brought close to one million. In view of this, we hope that we might be 
able to use some of the funds realized from the sale to match money raised 
through other means for the purchase of a specific work. 

We feel it is important to stress the need for flexibility in 
acquiring works of art. Therefore, although there are artists we would 
like to see represented in the collection, we do not think we should 
restrict ourselves to just those names when considering works for acquisition. 
We do not want to buy a name just to fill a gap, but to acquire significant 
works of art that enrich our holdings.

Audit Report 

Mr. Kinney, Chairman of theAudit Committee, reported that the 
Committee had met prior to today 1 s Executive Committee with John 
Silton and Ed Bartko of Coopers & Lybrand to review their Report 
to Management for fiscal year 1979. The Report contained six 
recommendations from Coopers & Lybrand, accompanied by Corcoran 
management responses. The committee will be considering several 
recommendations, many of which have already been implemented in 
the 1980 fiscal year. Mr. Kinney stated that a progress report 
and perhaps several recommendations to improve the Corcoran 
accounting system will be presented at the next Executive Com¬ 
mittee meeting.

MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
MEETING FEBRUARY 11, 1980 



Members of the Executive Committee present were Mesdames: Alper, 

Salant, Vanderpool and Messrs: Blachley, representing the Friends, 

FitzGerald, Folger, Hall, Jewett, Kinney, Saul, Swift. Members of 

the staff present were: Dr. Marzio, Chief Executive Officer, Dr. Nygren, 

Curator of the Permanent Collection, Ms. Goffe, Director of Finance & 

Planning, Mrs. Muccio, Director of Membership & Development, Adm. Snead, 
Director, Building & Grounds, Dean Thomas, and Ms. Tilley, Special Events. 

The meeting was called to order at 12:30 PM by Mr. Jewett, 1st. Vice-President 

The Minutes of the Meeting of January 11, 1980 were approved as submitted. 

Report of the President 

Financial Report Dr. Marzio reported that the reason the Museum is showing 
an operating deficit is aue to the necessary recording of grants and 
donor designated gifts in the restricted fund. He referred the Committee 
to the Development Report to gauge the institution's fund raising activity 
to date. 
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Mr. Kinney, Chairman of the Audit Committee , reported that the 
committee had met prior to today's Executive Committee with John Silton 
and Ed Bartko of Coopers & Lybrand to review their Report to 
Management for fiscal year 1979. The Report contained six 
recommendations from Coopers & Lybrand, accompanied by Corcoran 
management responses. The committee will be considering several 
recommendations, many of which have already been implemented in 
the 1980 fiscal year. Mr. Kinney stated that a progress report 
and perhaps several recommendations to improve the Corcoran accounting 
system will be presented at the next Executive Committee meeting. 

Last year. Coopers & Lybrand presented a proposal to restructure 
the Corcoran financial system. This proposal is modelled after 
a similar system which was instituted at theGuggenheim by Coopers & Lybrand. 
Consideration will be given to this Coopers & Lybrand proposal. 

Mr. Saul requested that copies of the Guggenheim's report with 
footnotes be obtained for the Committee for comparison purposes. 
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Report of the Director 

Dr. Marzio announced that Mobil Oil Corporation has given the Corcoran 
$60,000 to enable the gallery to remain open one night per week for 
ore year. In addition there is a $40,000 budget to be used in advertising 
to promote the event through posters and perhaps a banner. Mr. Saul 
suggested that the staff decide which night of the week is most 
economical to remain open. At this point it is between Tuesday when 
the P Street Galleries are open and hotels are at their busiest or 
Sunday when parking is at it's most convenient and there are fewer 
corporate events taking place in the atrium. 

The date for the Donor's Dinner has been changed to May 12, 1980 due 
to delays in the construction of the plaques. 

The FY 78-79 Annual Report was distributed to all members of the 
Executive Committee and reflects the progress of a lively institution. 
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Stationery Logo Dr. Marzio submitted samples of designs for new 
stationery which includes a change in the image for the Corcoran. 

Mrs. Vanderpool noted how important good stationery is as a part 
of public relations and a motion to purchase new stationery with 
the choice of color being left to the descretion of Dr. Marzio 
was unanimously approved. 

Committee Reports 

A. Friends of the Corcoran . Mr. Blachley reported that there are 
now 800 Friends and with this increased number there is a need for 
new guidelines and means o^ e invSlving the Friends in the life of 
the Corcoran. The board of the Friends are now planning one to 
two years ahead and they are continuously searching for benefits 
for the Friends. There is the possibility of increasing the fee 
from $100 to $125 for a Friend's membership. 

B. Development and Membership Mrs. Muccio reported on the status 
of the Capitol Campaign. A $750,000 Challenge Grant was submitted 
to NEA and the Corcoran was to raise$2.4 million for a total of 
$3.15 million. There is a need to restructure the campaign since 
$250,000 was received from the NEA Challenge Grant. There is additionally 
the need to match the Cafritz Challenge Grant for the Gallery and for 

the School and there is an NEA Climate Control grant for $100,000 that 
must be met before the end of 1980. All of these are incentive awards 
to get the campgaign off the ground. March 3rd has been set for the 
first meeting of the Capital Campaign Committee. 

Mr. FitzGerald reported that trustee giving was up 80% over the previous 
fiscal year. 33 of 55 trustees have not yet given and he urged trustees 
to give early to enable more intelligent planning by the gallery. 
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C. Works of Art Committee Mrs. Vanderpool reported that RCA is 

organizing an exhibition of public paintings from Washington, D.C. 

to be shown in Mexico City from Nov. 15 to Dec. 31, 1980. The Works 

of Art Committee had voted to loan the 15 paintings which would be 

out of the museum for approximately 10 weeks and during that time 

certain galleries which need refurbishing would be addressed. Mr. Saul 

moved that the Executive Committee approve the loan and pass their 

decision before the next full board meeting March 24, 1980. The 

motion was unanimously approved. See attached list of paintings to be loaned. 



Mrs. Vanderpool also noted that the 80/81 budget for Works of Art 
will be forthcoming soon. The 1981 Biennial will feature outstanding 
imen artists in the USA. 



Dr. Marzio reported that a representative of ICA had met with him to 
discuss the possibility of sending the exhibition to Canada after it 
left Mexico. This would be a way of saying thank you to the Canadians 
for their help with the Iranian hostage crisis. Dr. Marzio spoke 
with other museum directors whose works will be in the exhibition and 
many felt that unless the exhibition stayed for one year it would not 
be a proper thank you for the Canadians and that a period of one year 
was too long for the works to be out of Washington. The Executive 
Committee agreed to follow the lead of the other larger museums and 
to decline the Canadian trip. 

Investment and Finance Committee Mr. Folger reported that the Finney 
beques t is now invested with the Corcoran Endowment and will be moved 
to the permanent endowment,^ Mr. Saul requested that future footnotes 
to the Coopers & Lybrand audit clearly state whether fixed assests are 
capitalized by the Corcoran. They have not been capitalized in 
fiscal year 1979. 
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The Education/Shop report was given by Mrs. Salant who will be calling a 

meeting of the committee to explore in depth a program for the handicapped.
